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DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgment is made of the amendment received on 4/5/04. Claims 1-36 are 
currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hashimoto in 
view of Kahn et al. (US 5,567,927) (hereinafter referred to as 'Kahn'). 

Hashimoto teaches an apparatus and method for determining whether to load a workpiece 
into a working device. When a wafer 10 on a carrier 1 1 reaches a working device for processing 
thereby in a production process inside a clean room, an input/output terminal corresponding to 
the working device in question reads a bar code 12 from the carrier 1 1 . The read-out information 
is sent to a computing unit 3 outside the clean room. On the basis of the received information 
about the bar code 12, the computing unit 3 retrieves suitable production control information 
from a storage unit 2 and returns the retrieved information to the input terminal in question inside 
the clean room. Given the response from the computing unit 3, the applicable input/output 
terminal carries out predetermined work procedures accordingly (col. 3, lines 39-52). 

Hashimoto lacks the teaching of the bar code on the wafer. 
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Kahn teaches semiconductor wafers having an identifying barcode labels thereon (col. 2, 
line 45- col. 3, line 4). 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have readily recognized that providing a wafer with 
a bar code thereon would have been beneficial for individually identifying each wafer during the 
manufacturing process. Therefore, it would have been obvious, at the time the invention was 
made, to modify the teachings of Hashimoto with the aforementioned teaching of Kahn. 

Response to Arguments 
3. Applicant's arguments filed 4/5/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to the argument that the Hashimoto reference does not teach the routing of 
the wafer in response to read information encoded on the bar code, the examiner submits that a 
computing device 3, after receiving read-out information associated with a bar code, obtains the 
status flag relevant to work status of a wafer 10, thereafter allowing the input/output terminal 
inside the clean room to judge whether to load the wafer into a working device (col. 5, lines 7- 
28) 

As previously indicated by the examiner in the response dated 12/23/03 and in response 
to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, 
it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a sorter that proactively routes 
wafers) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
